Stfafus of Women in China 


STANFORD 一 During the past 
quarter century“'the status of Chi- 
nese women . . . has improved dra- 
matically” but they are “still 
struggling to get equal workpoints 
for equal labor”and after Work 
“they return home to domestic 
duties natural to their seXx.” 

So report Margery Wolf of Stan- 
ford and Roxanne Witke of Har- 
vard in a new Stanford University 
Press book，Wormnenm -im CHhinese 
Society. 

Campaigns to get Cliinese wom- 
en into productive labor “vary 
with the_ economic needs of the 
country,” they state. “Delayed 
marriage is urged, and dormitory 
living is common for the unmar- 
ried urban young，but these are 
temporary adjustments，not alter- 
natives to marriage and mother- 
hood. 3 

“For a woman's lot to improve 
appreciably in Chinese society, her 
labor must be able to provide her 
with a life style that is a respected 
alternative to marriage and family. 

“Only then can she set a value 
on her fertility and her domestic 
Services, rather than allow them to 
be taken for granted as_ natural to 
her female existence，irrespective 
of her economic contribution.” 

The very different environments 
of educated elite women and 
lower-class peasant Women made 
it daifficult for the early commu- 
nists in China to incorporate them 
in a single women's movement， 
they add. 

“了 lite women，who had_ little 
contact with the men of their fam- 
ilies and even less Opportunity to 
influence their behavior，saw a SO- 
lution to many of their problems 
in the independence equal OpPpor- 
tunity would give them . 

Peasant women, sharing closely 
the lives of men whose limited op- 
portunities were all too obvious， 
questioned the utility of attaining 
sexual equality if no one ate. 

“And yet the burden of the Chi- 
nese family system，in both the 
huge families of the elite and the 
sometimes painfully fragmented 
families of the poor,， feill on wom- 
en, rich or poor, far more heavily 
than on men. 

“The struggle to maintain 3 
place in the system，to stay afloat 


in a sea of male and generational 
prerogatives，was famijliar to every 
woman regardless of her class. On 
this issue，wemen could and even- 
tually did unite. 
RIGHTSzUs20i 六 和 
“Today in the People's Republic 
of China the rights of women to 
social， political， and economic 


quality with men have been for- . 


mally proclaimed. The implemen- 
tation of these rights may seem at 
times cynically superficial to the 
Western observer，but it is clear 
that Mao Tse-tung's confidence in 
future improvement is shared by 
the people. 

“National strength and basic hu- 
man needs have highest priority. 
To meet them，Pprogress toward 
less basic social needs，such as 
equality of the sexes，must fre- 
quently ,be slowed 一 but women 
as Well as men accept the delays 
without losing faith .六 

In a_ chapter on Women in the 
countryside of China，Delia Davin 
of York University, England，con- 
cludes that “Women have not won 
eqduality of opportunity in the af- 
fairs of rural society. But inasmuch 
as they can rise in it, at least they 
have more opportunity，and can 
continue the struggle. 

“Women now have a woice in 
decision-making in the village， 
work-team,， and family affairs: 
Girls grow UP expecting to make 
an economic contribution to the 
family，and no longer wait for 
others to determine the course of 
their jives. 

“Liberation is，of course，far 
from complete, but women's place 
in _ rural China has undergone_ as 
tremendotus a revolution as any 
other aspect of village society.2” 

Wolf is the author of 了 泵 oem 
aa the a1aiy 雄 玉 Ural Taiam 
and TPe 互 ouse of 工 1m. Witke is a 
reSsearch associate in Harvardzs 耶 ast 
Asian Research Center.

Eukuda, a child welfare supervisor 
with the San Francisco Depart- 
ment of Social Services， there has 
been a lack of availaale Asian fos- 
ter homes; but the need has be- 
come .more acute as steadily in- 
creasing numbers of Asian young 
sters become the casualties of 
broken and impaired family situa- 
tions. 

Last year，of the Department?s 
total of 150 incoming foster care 
cases，]13 were Asian;j approxi- 
mately half were Chinese, the rest 
included Japanese，Filipiio，and 
mixed ancestry.

HONG KONG 一 China support- 
ed the decision of the Organiza- 
tion of Petroleum 了 xporting 
Countries (OPEC) to increase the 
price ,of .Arabian ， light marker 
crude oil by ten per cent, bringing 
it to $11.51 per barrel, according 
to a report by the New China 
News Agency last week. 

In a comment issued by the 
agency，China hailed the price in- 
crease as“another victory won by 
the oil exporting countries which 
have bravely stood up to super- 
power intimidation.” 

The comment cited a rise in 
costs of commodities imported by 
theoilexporting countries of more 
than 20 per cent the past year. 
“This shows that the industrial- 
jzed countries have shifted the im- 
pact of the rise of oil prices onto 
ordinary manufactured goods. As 
a result，the purchasing power of 
these countries has dropped by 30 
to _ 40 per cent because of the oil 
price freeze， said the agency.

Important Than NMethodology

As for the popularization of PTH, the major steps are Simplification 
of the Chinese language and then standardization， Simplification in- 
”cludes the learning of a phonetic alphabet (pinyin) and the ongoing te- 
form of characters (fewer strokes, unsuitable words deleted from gen- 
eral Usage，new words coined，etc.). Support for this popularization 
effort is given by ensuring that most tansactions take place in PTH 
(lectures，banquets，other formal occasions， evening and day schools， 
SetVice centers，Sshops, etc.). As a very general rule of thumb ,one may 
say that the further away one is from Peking，the more exceptions 
there are to the PTH standardizing processes， Still，the exceptions 
never seemed serious enough that the popularizing efforts were thwart- 
ed. FEor example, in wangchow (Canton), the furthest away the dele- 
gation traveled from Peking， even though much Cantonese was heard， 
the natives had very little trouble switching over to PTH whenever the 


occasion demanded it. 


Schooling，regardless of grade level， generally includes courses in 
politics，Chinese language, mathematics，physical education, and fine 
arts. Additionally，higher grade levels also include science， history， 
geography， foreign languages, and agriculture. Running across this cur- 
riculum，of course，is the “open door way,”which makes courses, 


blend practice with theory. 


Contentwise, life in the communes, factories, and militaryi stories of 
socialist heroes; and songs in honor of Mao predominate. 

Notable, too, is the fact that most of China's education js ]anguage 
education. There are_ common courses in Chinese literature，Chinese 
language, English language, reading, and other foreign languages. Addi- 
tionally，content courses such as social studies, mathematics，music， 
art，and recreation-health include language activities，Indeed，course 
content is seen as more important than methodology.

了 PEKING 一 The ,latest issue of 
China Pictorial devotes a double 
page to a colored photograph of a 
map drawn 2,100-years ago，the 
oldest yet discovered in China. 

This map was found in a tomb 
on the Mawangtui archaeological 
site at Changsha 一 -capital of Hu- 
nan in- ， central China 一 and is 
painted in golden tones on a silk 
square Imeasuring 96 centimeters 
along one side.

This is the impression of Hong 
必 ong delegates who just returned 
from Tokyo after taking part re- 
cently in celebrating the ninth 
OISCA Day in different cities of 
Japan. : 

According to members of the 
Hong Kong delegation，OISCA 
stands for Organization for Indus- 
trial，Spiritual and Cultural Ad- 
Vancement - International，with 
chapters in 15 counhtries in Asia. 
Over 900 delegates from these 
countries took part in the cele- 
brations，which included visits to 
the four OISCA training centers. 

The delegates included heads of 
diplomatic missions in Tokyo，a 
representative of the United Na- 
tions，and observers from the 
United States，Britain and New 
Zealand，where preparations to 
form chapters are under way. 

ROYALTY 

Japan's foyalty was represented 
at the convention by the presence 
of the second son of 了 Emperor 
Hirohito，Prince .Hitachi，and his 
wife, Princess Hitachi.
